"Deke" Leil Byron WALKER married Anna Pauline Katherine BAHLS 


"Deke" Leil Byron Walker was born in Champion, Chase County, Nebraska, 21st 
of April, 1892 to Byron Harper Walker and Mattie Ida Bailey Walker. He had an 
older sister, Fannie, who was born in Hampton in 1886, a sister, Netha, born in 
Marquette, NE in 1890 and a brother, Dale, born in Champion, NE in 1894. I 
don't know why or when he got the name "Deke". 


The 1890 census was destroyed. Mattie and her sister Emily 
and brother in law, Henry Deal, both lived in Nebraska and 
Arkansas at the same time; Sep 1887 to at least 1893 in 
Nebraska. Emily's sons, William and Prescott Deal, and 
Mattie's last 3 children were all born in Nebraska. Byron 
and Mattie moved to Gillette, Arkansas where Byron died 
July 24, 1898. Byron was 32 years old. Cause of death 
unknown. Burial location is given as Gillett, Arkansas Co., 
Arkansas but I can't find documentation. The Deal family 
also moved to Arkansas, date unknown. 


Deke was 6 years old 
when his dad died, 
leaving his mother to 
raise 4 kids between 
12 and 4, Fannie, 
Netha, Deke, and 
Dale. She was 32 
years old. She took 
the children back to 
her hometown, 
Hampton, Iowa, 
where she and her 
widowed sister, Alice, 
and Alice's children 
shared a home in 
1900. Alice's husband, 
Matthew Cunningham, 
had committed suicide 
in Feb. 1900 in 
Nebraska. He suffered 
from epilepsy.

City, Iowa, sister of registrant, verifies all the facts of birth and parentage 
as herein given from her personal knowledge through family association*. 

Record of the marriage of registrant and Anna Bahls July 17, 1913, in Book 
of Marriages No. 5, Page 17, of Story County, Iowa, certified May 28, 1942, by 
L. E. Dawson, Clerk of the District Court of said County. Said record shows 
registrant born in Nebraska and his age at next birthday as 22 and verifies the 
parentage. 

Certificate November 13, 1953, by L. V. Briggs, Superintendent of Schools 
of Hampton, Iowa, shows that registrant was a pupil in said school in the autumn 
of 1903, and his ace at that time was 11 years.

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1902 July 28 at age 36 Mattie married Curtis L. Emmons in Minneapolis, MN. and 
they lived in Hampton, Iowa. From the little I can find for Curtis, he was living in 
Hampton when they married. 

By 1910, Mattie Emmons was 42 years old, divorced from Curtis Emmons, and lived 
in Hampton, Iowa with Netha, 20, Leil, 17, and Dale, 15. The boys worked odd jobs. 
Mattie worked in a general store. Her oldest daughter, Fannie Fern, had married 
Kyle C. Fowler Nov. 16, 1907. (Netha married Jay Q. Wolf, Dale married Anna 
Windelow) 

1912, Nov 25 Mattie married David Earl Spitler in Des Moines, IA. Mattie's birth date changes 
from census to census and husband to husband. I don't know how she explained the children. 
She said she was 33. She was 46.

"Fritz" Harold born between 1882 and 1910. Orville only lived a week and died 
May 30, 1909. He was buried in Evergreen 

Cemetery in Emmetsburg. 41, The infant son of Mr. ami Mre.Chas. 

er Bahls died at 10:30 Sunday morning.

Under the Emergency Relief in Franklin County, five 
women have been employed in sewing on clothes and linens 
for people on relief lists. The goods for sewing purposes 
are furnished by the Red Cross. The women work two days 
per week. The first month of their work was mostly spent 
in repairing and remodeling old clothes donated to the Red 
Cross office by local patrons. Since Dec. 19th these C. 7/. A. 
women have mdde over 100 new dresses, 17 layettes, 3 quilts, 
and a day bed pad. They have two sewing machines and press 
all the garments before turning them over to be delivered 
to the applicant. The clothes are rarely made to order 
but there seems to be little dissatisfaction as to their 
fit. The women furnish their cwn patterns for the work. 
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Anna worked at the Spa Cafe, 115 1st Street in Hampton.

Shirley's husband, Fred Martinsen, ended up 
with Marcedes after Shirley died in 1972. 
Marcedes, her mother and step father lived 
next door to Herb. 

Deke died May 1, 1957 in Hampton. His 
health was bad and he wasn't able to work. 
He'd had a relationship with alcohol for many 
years. His son, Herb, carried on that 
addiction.
